Control For New Westmin¬ 
ster-Terminal City Areas 


of Country Is Presented to 
Commons

Ottawa. April 8 —Lashing aul at 
the present system of administra¬ 
tion of Canadian port*. Mr Alex¬ 
ander (ilbb, eminent London. F.ng- 
land. port engineer, recommends 
abolition of all harbor commis¬ 
sions and the establishment of a 
central board at Ottawa to admin¬ 
ister the ports. 

The central board located at the 
seat of government would he 
under the Jurisdiction of the De¬ 
partment of Marine, Independent 
of the deputy minister and an¬ 
swerable direct to the Minuter of 
Marine. The body would have a 
personnel of three, namely, a con¬ 
troller of harbor finance, a direc¬ 
tor of port engineering and a di¬ 
rector of port operations.

It will be remembered that when Mr. Mi H. 
McGeough was called to testify before the Legisla¬ 
ture’s committee on unemployment in his capacity as 
Dominion government officer in charge of relief m 
this province he uncovered a narrative of the dealings 
between the authorities at Victoria arid Ottawa which 
by no means revealed the British Columbia officials 
in a favorable light. Having called Mr. McGeough, 
however, the government members were compelled to 
listen to what the Dominion officer had to say; but he 
said so much that was to the point that. tba. govern¬ 
ment went into a huddle with Itself—or its representa¬ 
tives on the unemployment committee—and decided 
that he already had spilled altogether too many beans 
for its peace of mind, and that he be not permitted to 
put in another appearance. He had not told the story 
the government expected. 

With Mr. McGeough out of the wxy, by means 
of a resolution debarring him from further participa¬ 
tion in the doings of the committee, the time appar¬ 
ently was ripe to dig into his personal affairs. It was 
discovered and broadcast that Mr. McGeough at one 
lime was holding down a job under the provincial 
Department of Industries—which involved his pres¬ 
ence in an inoperative plant owned by the govern¬ 
ment in order to keep the insurance on it in force— 
and a minor job for the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company at the same tune; but he dropped both jobs, 
of course, when he received his appointment from 
Ottawa. The temptation to serve up this tit-bit to 
the public proved too strong for the government. It 
was garnished with innuendoes which were intended 
to give it all the appearance, to drop the metaphor, 
of some major crime. But when Mr. McGeough 
asked for permission for British fair play, to appear 
and refute the attacks which had been made upon him 
personally, not even Mr. Pooley—who never tires of 
telling. hU critics they should, play "cricket"—inter¬ 
ceded m his behalf.' The public neverthefeas will draw 
its own conclusions, since Mr. McGeough is eon* 


ually moderating, and although ahe ran 
Into heavy snow between Port (King- 
ton and Skagwey the weather waa 
nrlld.
